; On November 22, a.?63, at 1:1*5 pm, I was workin? Districk fiZBh and was In 
the Oak Cliff area searching for the suspect Tiho shot Officer j; I). Tippit. 
I was ridlr^ in a squad with Officers Ray Hawkins and E. E. Baggett when we 
received a radio transoission that a suspect had entered t>ie Texas Theater 
in the 200 Block '.^ost Jefforson Blvd. Tio proceeded to this location and 
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An unknown white malr; opened the fire exit door near the stage and I searched 
his person as he identified himself as an onployoo at Hardy's Shoe Store, He said 
the suspect was in the theater. Officers C. T. ralker and Ray Hawkins entered the 
door with ne ivhilo Officer Eaggett cover d the exit. I wsiLked down the steps 
and into the theater, walking up the aisle North of the center section of seats 
toward the back. I observed ''fficers M. M. iloDonald and C. T. Walker searching 
two suspects who wero sitting half way down in the center paction of seats. I 
continued on up the aisle and Officer "cDonald ,as walking parallel to ne up the 
opposite aisle. 

I observed the suspect sitting in the center section of the third *ow from 
the back and the fifth seat Unrth r>f t.ho South sici.. — „«.4.4 t 
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entered the row of seats behind the suspect he Junpod up and hit Officer McDonald 
In the face with his fist. Officer HcDonald was in the seat next to the one in 
which the suspect was originally sitting, and the suspect was up out of his seat 
struggling with Officer UoDcnald. I reached over the back of the seats and placed 
my right arm around the suspect's neck and palled him up on the back of tte seat. 
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Officer C. T. VJaker cane up and struggUng »ith the suspect's Jeft hand, 
and as Officer i!cDonald strusgled with the suspect's right hand, he moved it to 
his waist and drew a pistol and as Officer McDonald tried to dlsam the suspect, 
I heard the pistol snap. Officer Rij. Hawkins came over and helped in .the 
struggle as Offioor McDonald took the pistol from the su,p«:t'. right hand. 
Several other Officers cane over as ire were handcuffing the suspect. Ihey 
removed the suspect to the Central Police Station. 

Tho only Officers -t can recall in this group that brought the prisoner 
to the station were Sgt. Jeriy Hill and Officer C. T. ;^gkor. I remained la 
tho theater and continued the search around and between seats.
